the authors, ‘‘more than five 
million people liable for mili- 
tary service were rejected as 
unsuitable because of a physi- 
cal, emotional or moral disabil- 
ity. One out of every three young 
men could not serve this coun- 
try during a major war. In the 
year following the outbreak of 
hostilities in Korea about five 
hundred thousand of the million 
and a half men examined were 
rejected. Nor is this all. Of 
those rejected during World War 
II 716,000, almost a_ million, 


were turned down as mentally | 


deficient.’’ 


The authors went calmly 
about their research. Their pres- 
entation is factual, not editorial. 
But they say that as a people 
we have been, until 
little concerned with our human 
resources. We have, at the same 
time, made great strides in 
other fields. We have produced 
improved strains of cattle, bet- 
ter suited to their environments. 
We have learned to breed hy- 
brids of corn, wheat, vegetables, 
pigs, chickens and turkeys 
which are much improved. We 
have gone, even, to the trouble 
and expense to produce a small 
watermelon for apartment house 
refrigerators. 


Thus it can be said with truth 
that, in those states which have 
been poor in income, a chicken, 
a pig or a vegetable has had 
more attention paid its ‘“im- 
provement” than has the aver- 
age child. 


60-Year Progress 


Progress has been made, of 
course. In 1890 about one in 
every seven Americans was illit- 
erate. In 1950 the figures were 
about one in each 50. In this 
same period, the authors note, 
‘The Negro population has been 
transformed from a _ predomi- 
nantly illiterate to an over- 
whelmingly literate group.” 

But much remains to be done. 


The authors say that while 
the responsibility is local, the 
responsibility nonetheless can- 
not be fully discharged by many 
states. Therefore they suggest 
federal aid. They are aware of 
the hue and cry which goes up 
against this plan. But they ap- 
parently think that if loca) re- 
sponsibility can accept federal 
sums to help cattlemen eradi- 
cate the screw worm; cotton 
men to fight boll weevil, and so 
on, that we might use some to 
help human beings. 

It is not right, nor is it good 
for the nation, that education 
should depend so much on the 
accident of geography and birth. 
Many young people manage an 
education simply because they 
are born and live near a good 
school. Others, of real ability. 
don’t have money and live far 
from schools. Education, ‘too, 
must somehow reach the men 
who are emotionally unstable. 

‘The Uneducated”’ is. not a 
comfortable book. And we won't 
be comfortable as a nation until 
we do something about it.

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Ike’s Farm Plan 
Has Little Chance 


Reaction in and out of Congress to 
President Eisenhower's proposals on ag- 
ricultural and labor problems is about as 
expected. Charged as they are with po- 
litical controversy, it is doubtful wheth- 
er much of either program will emerge 
intact from the 83rd Congress. 

Southerners in House and Senate, 
guided by the wishes of their farm con- 
stituents, will form a solid bloc in oppo- 
sition to the flexible price-support plan. 
With other Democrats, they can perhaps 
muster enough votes from Republicans 
representing Western farm states to de- 
feat it. Georgia’s Sen. Russell will lead 
the fight. 

What seems likely to emerge is at 
least a one-year extension of the present 
support program, although rigid supports 
are not likely to be accepted as perma- 
nent policy. The mandatory rigid sup- 
ports were war-born to meet a production 
need. 

Somehow Congress must find the an- 
swer—and it will not be found in an elec- 
tion year—to the problem of how to 
strike a balance between farmer and con- 
sumer, taxpayer and the subsidized, free 
enterprise and government intervention 
and glut and scarcity. 

There are valid arguments, pro and 
con, about the price-support systems. 

Farmers maintain that the only way 
they can gain a fair share of the national 
income is to be allowed the same protec- 
tion that government gives labor and in- 
dustry through “restrictions, controls, 
regulations and monopolistic practices 
which influence agriculture’s total cost of 
production, distribution and marketing.” 

Advocates of flexible supports de- 
scribe them as more sensible economics. 
They maintain that a practical farm pro- 
gram “must be geared to use rather than 
storage.” They point out that farm prices 
are already becoming stabilized and that 
a permanent rigid support policy will 
drive the American farmer out. of the 
world market. 

Opponents come back with the argu- 
ment that the price supports have cost 
40 cents per capita during fiscal 1953 and 
only $10 per capita during their entire 
history. While the farm program cost 
$1,000,000,000 in the last 10 years, they 
maintain this is one of the best bargains 
the country ever got for its tax dollars. 


At any rate, the battle is joined. Al- 
though the President is unlikely to get 
what he has asked, the outstanding fact 
about all his messages to Congress thus 
far is their recognition that government 
must be concerned with the welfare of 
all its citizens. That is a radical depar- 
ture within itself from traditional Old 
Guard doctrines. So is the idea of part- 
nership between government and free 
citizens for the general good.

Uniform Traffic Code 
Is a Reality at Last 


Effective early in March, Georgia will 
operate under a Uniform Traffic Code, 
Gov. Herman Talmadge having signed 
the voluminous traffic bill passed by the 
General Assembly in December. 

Not everyone is pleased with the new 
code. Scarcely anyone is entirely satisfied 
with it. We are not satisfied, for one. The 
code is not perfect. It is the result of com- 
promise and no compromise has ever at- 
tained perfection. 

Now that a uniform code becomes a 
reality, it is something to work from in- 
stead of something to work to. It has its 
“bugs,” as its authors admit. But almost 
anything new does have. Often defects 
cannot be detected until a new machine 
or a new way of doing things is put into 
effect. Then they can be remedied. 

The Code increases the penalties on 
drunken driving—the time will come 
when they will be made stricter yet. In 
the opinion of the attorney general, the 
Code and the Driver’s Financial Responsi- 
bility Law are complementary and not in 
conflict. 

The Code brings Georgia speed limits 
—60 by day and 50 by night—into line 
with those of neighboring states. By the 
way, 55 miles an hour is still the law until 
the new limit becomes effective. 

The important fact about the Uniform 
Traffic Code is that it is a means to an 
end and not an end itself. The Code will 
make for highway safety only as it is 
obeyed by the public and enforced by the 
agencies charged with upholding the law.

In 1953 three lookout towers were avail- 
able for the unit’s use. As a result, losses 
from fire were cut to 253 acres as com- 
pared to the average of 2,500 or 3,000 
acres that burned annually in the days 
before organized protection. 


Besides timber, many homes and other 
buildings were saved because the fire- 
fighters got there in time to suppress the 
blazes in the woods and in the broom 
sedge fields. 

The Henry County story is typical 
among those counties which have, through 
cooperation with the state, established or- 
ganized forest protection.

Survey of Handicapped 
Is a Worthy Project 


For the first time in history an attempt 
is being made to determine the number of 
handicapped children in Georgia and to 
measure the extent of their handicaps. It 
is significant in that some kind of yard- 
stick needs to be established to weigh 
their needs and to measure their effect on 
the economic and social well-being of the 
state. 

The first test survey, being conducted 
by the Cerebral Palsy Society and the 
Georgia Society for Crippled Children, is 
in progress in Clarke and Oconee Coun- 
ties. It is part of a state-wide study 
being made by Dr. S. M. Wishik of the 
University of Pittsburgh. 


The people of the two counties are be- 
ing asked to report instances of handi- 
capped children to the health center in 
Athens and at the Oconee County Health 
Department at Watkinsville. Through 
cooperation of the people of the two 
counties, it is hoped to establish a basis 
for estimating the needs over the entire 
state. 

The survey covers the range of com- 
mon defects—hearing,.vision, mental re- 
tardation, epilepsy, bone and muscle ail- 
ments, cosmetic ‘defects, speech impedi- 
ments and others. 

Such a study is definitely worthwhile. 
Far too long have the physically handi- 
capped been neglected to their own and 
the state’s detriment. Far too many po- 
tentially useful citizens have been rele- 
gated to the back rooms of our society 
to die eventually of heartbreak. The cost 
to the families affected, to the communi- 
ties and to the state has been great. 


The problem of the handicapped is of 
concern to all of us. Fully one-third of 
our total population. is handicapped to 
some degree. The proportion in Georgia 
perhaps is higher. Let’s find the extent of 
it and initiate and extend programs of 
rehabilitation that will make useful citi- 
zens of many deserving people.

Most people are the victims of fear most all 
In childhood there is the fear 


of their lives. 


of how helpless they'd be, if a 
shower of bombs should fall, and 
paratroopers should drop’on the 
rubbled cities. 

And he gets off on his favorite 
theme—of how every able bodied 
man in the country, every family 
man particularly, should have the 
escape route planned for his family 
—have a place in the hills picked 
out where they could hide—while 
he, the father and protector, went 
out to fight as a guerilla. 

And he sees her eyes glaze with 
boredom, as he talks this way, and 
she pats back a yawn, probably. 
And he takes her home, and goes 
home himself to read and brood, 
ah old fighting man, nursing his 
wounds, who believes in his heart 
that the dream of peace is a myth, 
and that war is sure to come. And 
that when it does come, the people 
of this country will be streaming 
helplessly along the roads in flight, 
terrified, discouraged, confused, as 
he has so often seen them, in other 
wars in other lands.

Robert Frost, in one of his 
poems, ‘‘The Hundred Collars,”’ 
has the line, ‘‘There’s nothing I’m 
afraid of like scared people.’’ That 
is a good line because scared peo- 
ple do foolish things. 


Sometimes fear disguises itself 
as courage, I saw a newspaper 
story about a serious automobile 
wreck in which two youths were 
killed. The driver of one of the 
cars saw another group of young 
people pulling up behind him in 
another car. Immediately he 
stepped on the gas and drove at a 
dangerous speed because he was 
afraid of the ridicule of his com- 
panions if he allowéd the car be- 
hind to pass. The boy was really 
a coward but he tried to cover it 
up with a foolish display of 
courage.

We are not sinning all the

Another of 
the most common expressions of 
fear is the ‘‘chip-on-the-shoulder”’ 
attitude. 

One night about fifteen years ago 
an estimated six million people 
were listening to a radio broad- 
cast that purported to describe an 
invasion from Mars. Long before 
the broadcast was over people 
were crying, telephoning fare- 
wells, calling for ambulances, and 
a terrific panic developed in which 
many people were seriously hurt. 
There was no invasion from Mars 
but the fear instilled by someone 
talking about it produced great 
harm. 

It is usually the case that the 
fear is much worse than what we 
are afraid of.

That per- 
mits a selection of military means 
instead of a multiplication of 
means.”

“Blue Norther” is Texas’ name for a cold blast that feels like 
somebody left Canada’s refrigerator door open. 

Simms was a football man. He moved in on a little Catholic 
school named St. Mary's in San Antonio several years ago and 
prevailed upon the fathers there to allow him to field a football 
team in their name. As it turned out, it wasn't absolutely neces- 
sary that the players go to class to play for St. Mary's. All Mose 
wanted to do was use the name. 


He bought a bus, converted it into a house on wheels, 
loaded his athletes aboard and set out around the country 
to play anybody who'd play him. It turned out sort of great 
for St. Mary’s for awhile. Mose hadn't been too particular 
about academics, for some of his boys were playing for their 
third or fourth school. But he took two professors around with 
him to make it look good. They were often photographed 
tutoring the players in the bus, and the newspapers ate it up. 
It was great copy, a college on wheels. 


The team wore candy-stripe uniforms subtlely set off by stars 
and other trimmings. To say the least, it was a colorful entourage. 


——He Prepared the Gamblers for Slaughter 


There were no geographical limitations on St. Mary's of Texas. 
They played from coast to coast, wherever Mose led them. In one 
series they played St. Vincents’ in Scranton, Pa., on Friday, 
Catholic U. in Washington on Saturday and St. Thomas in Greens- 
burg, Pa., on Sunday. And won all three. 


Mose was a man with money in mind, and he was never too 
concerned about the manner in which it was produced. There was 
the time out in San Francisco. St. Mary's was scheduled to play 
University of San Francisco, and Mose decided to give the towns- 
people an advance showing. 


He suited up his manager, bus driver, the two professors 
and a few other pickups and drilled them on Union Square. 
There has never been seen a more fumblesome crew in foot- 
ball clothes. Duly impressed were the town gamblers, who im- 
mediately rushed to the nearest book to get down dough on 
USF. This was the particular effect desired by the crafty 
Simms, whose football team murdered San Francisco, and the 
gamblers, the next day, an event on which Mose had wisely 
placed a few fins in his own behalf. 


The thing eventually blew up at St. Mary’s, largely because of 
a disagreement between Mose and his partner in the project, 
Frank Bridges, who at one time or another coached at Baylor. 
But Mose was to enjoy the stories of his own quackery. Fact is, 
he came back to San Antonio some years later and spoke to the 
Touchdown Club on the subject, “The Inside Story of My Stay at 
St. Mary’s.”” It was a smash hit. 

“Funny thing about it,’’ said Clark Nealson, sports editor of 
the Houston Post, who once traveled with the Simms circus. “‘if 
Mose was here, he'd be listening to these stories and laughing 
along with us. He’d explain to us how it all really happened and 
how he was right. And you know, he'd have us all believing him.”

When they call me up at the office and 
deepen their voices and ask for me by name, under the pleasant 
delusion that they have fooled my boss if he answers the phone, 
they always begin by saying, “‘Mama, it’s me, Mary.” Or 
Susan or Jimmy as the case may be. And just as automatically 
I’ve corrected them. “No, it is 1.”” Which is silly, on the face 
of it. It’s not I but they ... or them? 


Anyhow, since it was the queen’s English originally, I guess 

she has a right to do what she will with pronouns and I for one 
“Tt’s me”’ over “It’s I.” 

iy the story appeared I’ve asked around about it and 
found the queen’s British subjects have been using “it’s me 
for a great many years and, in fact, the National Council of 
Teachers of English once acknowledged it as an American idiom. 

Now we may all feel perfectly comfortable about singing the 
old spiritual, ‘It’s me, it’s me Oh Lord, standing in the need of 


prayer.” 


While the queen’s about it I wish she would straighten out 
a few other little grammatical items that have been bothering 
me.

The queen would do me a great favor if she would abolish 
whom from her language because, as crazy as most of us 
Americans are about the sound of British speech, there’d be no 
trouble about getting whom dropped over here.

What Mr. Nagler believes to be 
one of the best varieties as a 
house plant is the ‘‘Flame’’ which 
requires a temperature of 60 de- 
grees or more. 


“One of the common mistakes 
made by novice growers is the 
watering method. Never water 
plants from the bottom. That is, 
never sit them in water to get 
the soil. wet,’’ he said. 

“Apply warm water from the 
top with a small watering can 
or best with a rubber bulb sy- 
ringe. Flood the soil until wa- 
ter begins to drain out through 
the bottom. Plants should be 
watered every day. 


USE CLAY POTS 


Always use regular clay pots 
with a drainage hole. The five- 
inch pot is about average. If you 
have only a few plants it is a 
good idea to use real large pots, 
but of course, the size of the pot 
should be complementary to the 
size of the plant. Pots may be 
placed inside a glazed container, 
fancy crockery, glass bowl or 
painted pot. 

This will reduce excessive 
evaporation and add in attrac- 
tion. But never allow any water 
to stay in these containers. Leav- 
ing pots permanently sitting in 
water is the surest way to kill 
any plant. 

Mr. Nagler considers trans- 
planting very necessary, in fact 
four months intervals are sug- 
gested. He says: 

“Plants should be removed 
from pots. Shake off loose soil. 
This is a good time to remove

side crowns or suckers. Then cut | 
off.all old leaves and give plants a | 


thorough cleaning. Pots should 
be cleaned and sterilized in hot 
water. 
EASY METHODS 

“Fill enough new soil In the 
bottom of the pot so when the 
plant rests with its root system 
comfortably on top of this soil, 


the base of the crown is level | 


with the edge of the pot. Then 
fill the soil around the roots, firm 
the plant in the center with thumb 
and forefinger of both hands, lev- 
el the soil and tap the root gen- 
tly up and down on a board or 
table to settle soil in natural po- 
sition. 

“Then apply warm water with 
@ spreader or a syringe with a 
spray attached until the water 


starts to drain from the bottom. |

every day from then on for prop- |

TOUGH TIME 

If you're having a tough time 
curbing calories, particularly at 
lunch, why not try that sociable 
way and enjoy dicting? If you 
are with an organization where 
there is a dietitian in charge of 
meals, enlist her co-operation. 
But if there is no dietitian to 
cut calories for the club, and 
you're on your own when it 
comes to ordering, here are the 
nutrition guides: 

The backbone of any reducing 
mail is protein, so have lean 
meat, fish or chicken, or sea- 
food, cheese or eggs. Protein 
foods are made to order for 
dieters. Not only do they stick 
to the ribs and afford an en- 
ergy carryover, but protein also 
stimulates the burning of cal- 
ories. Be sure to start the day 
with a good breakfast. 

A good rule to go by in dodg- 
ing calories is: if a dish is pre- 
pared with sugar or flour, skip 
it. That means all casserole 
and cream sauce foods are out. 
Order a protein food, plus two 
vegetables or a salad (ight on 
the dressing) and a beverage. 
Perhaps you can even add 
fruit or cheese if the vegetables 
are low in calories.
